REPORT OF THE TERRITORIAL CONTROLLER OF IDHAO FOR 
THE YEARS 1885 AND 1886 


The law requiring the submission of a biennial report requires data to 
be given but for one year, but following the custom for many years in 
vogue, I have prepared the annexed tables and statements covering the 
two years succeeding the last official statement given by my predecessor 

The machinery of the revenue is complicated amd the failure of one 
officer to promptly send in his report delays the entire work, and by reason 
of such failures I have been unable to secure the returns to present all the 
facts that I wish. # 

REVENUE LAW 

The defects m our present system of collecting and accounting render 
it impossible in many classes to secure uniformity among the county offi- 
cers in methods of accounting and collecting. In many of the counties 
the Boards of County Commissioners have taken upon themselves the duty 
of auditing and directing the method of payments of Territorial claims, and 
the result has been to produce confusion of accounts, delays in reports and 
ather vexatious and obstructive proceedings The Jaw has been amended, 
changed, re-amended and “tinkered with,” until it has become unintelligi- 
ble From all sides, officers who have duties to perform under ¿this law, 
demand that 1t may be made more simple and comprehensive in terms, and 
that the present cumbrous and expensive machinery of the revenue be 
dispensed with. ' 
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FOUR PER CENT. LIMIT. 


The recent law of Congress limiting the indebtedness of counties to an 
amount not exceeding four per cent. of their assessed valuation, it enforced 
in its strict letter, will cause great embarrassment in the administration of 
county finances throughout the Territory. By reference to the accom- 
panying tables it will be seen that the ¿ndebtedness of many of the counties 
already exceeds the limit, or is so near the limit that there is little margin 
left. It is an especial hardship upon the so-called “mining counties,” 
where large expenditures are necessary for the purpose of building roads, 
and where the greater portion of the property is classed as personal. In 
Shoshone county, which in 1885 had no real property assessed, the county 
indebtedness nearly equals one-half the assessment for that year The 
greater portion of the debt was created for road building, and the effect 
has been to reduce the cost of the necessities of life fifty per cent., has en- 
abled miners to bring in machinery and indirectly to give employment to 
thousands, and generally has been of greater benefit to the county than the 
amount the debt represents The law has already affected the price and 
standing of county warrants in the Territory and caused a general distrust 
among those who otherwise, in cases of emergency, would extend financial 
aid to weak counties. 

THE INSANE 

The contract with the State of Oregon having expired during the year 
1885, a new contract was-entered into by the Territory and that State, upon 
substantially the same terms, by which our insane patients were to be sup- 
ported at the Oregon State Insane Asylum, at Salem, at the rate of $6 00 
per week per patient, until such time as the Idaho Asylum should be 
ready for their reception. In April, A. D 1886, a controversy having 
arisen between the Board of Directors of the Idaho Insane Asylum and the 
Controller as to the duty of the latter to issue warrants in payments of 
bills for furniture and other articles necessary for She completion and 
equipment of the Asylum, and necessary to be secured before the patients 
could be safely and humanely kept there, the Controller on behalf of the 
Territory made an agreed statement of facts with one of the claimants, in 
order that the law might be construed judicially and submitted the matter, 
as a test case, to the decision of the District Court, His Honor, Judge Hays, 
presiding. 

The statement set forth in substance that the claimant, Mr. D H. 
Biethan, had delivered to the Asylum furniture amounting to the sum of 
$894.55 on May 4th, 1886; that the Board of Directors had allowed his 
claim on the same day; that the Controller refused to issue a warrant 
therefor on the ground that he had no authority in law so to do; that the 
proceeds of the Asylum bonds, amounting to the sum of $20,000 00 had 
been expended prior to February 12, 1886; that the Bosrd of Directors on 
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e preceding day had declared the Asylum completed and ready for occu- 
ancy and appointed a Superintendent, who on the 15th of February made 
report to the Board, showing that the heating apparatus and furniture of 
he Asylum was totally insufficient for the accommodation of the patients, 
hat with some few exceptions the articles set forth in Mr Biethan’s claim 
'avere the only articles of furniture in the building, and that substantially, 
the Asylum, as to furniture and equipment, was in the same condition as 
when the building was received from the contractors, that the building 
was not so constructed, furnished and equipped as to permit of the removal 
cof the patients from Salem to Blackfoot and provide in a proper manner 
for their support, maintenance, safety and comfort, or to give them such treat- 
ment as was required 1n their unfortunate condition; that the articles so fur- 
¿nished by Mr. Biethan were designed by the Directors as a part of the 
equipment and furnishing of the Asylum On May 6, 1886, the Court 
¡caused an order to be entered finding it to be the duty of the Controller to 
Zeg a warrant on the General Fund for the amount of Mr Biethan’s 
'iclaim, The effect of this decision being that all claims audited by the 
Board should be paid upon the warrant of the Controller. I respectfully 
urge that the law be so changed as to relieve him of the duty of paying 
sclaims against the Asylum and that such power and duty be vested in those 
who audit them 

i The law at present fixes no compensation for the Board of Directors 
beyond their actual expenses In the interests of economy I believe the 
i should be so amended as to give the members proper remuneration 
for the time expended in attending to the affairs of the Asylum The 
| total amount expended during the period covered by this report, for the 
E and maintenance of the Territorial insane patients is $51,73159 Of 
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this amount there was paid for care and treatment of Salem (Oregon) 
patients, $14, 33407. Eapended in erection of Blackfoot Asylum, $20,000.

TERRITORIAL PRISONERS. 


On November ist, A. D. 1886, there were fifty-five (55) Territorial pris- 
oners confined in the U. S. Penitentiary, the expense per diem of keeping 
each prisoner being seventy-five (75) cents. The Supreme Court having 
declared the Act of the last Legislature, creating a Prison Commission iu- 
operative, 4 contract on the above basis was entered into between the Ter- 
ritory and the United States byzwhich a reduction of twenty-five cents per 
diem per prisoner was secured, the former rate being one dollar per diem. 
The effects of the system of crediting well behaving convicts with “good 
time,” have been gratifying. The payment of fifteen dollars each to dis- 
charged prisoners I can heartily commend as a means of enabling the dis- 
charged to return to his home and also rids the capital of the dangers aris- 
ing from the accumulating of a large class of ex-convicts. I think the law 
should be so changed as to authorize the payment of transportation to the 
place where the prisoner was sentenced in cases where the sum of fifteen 
dollars is insufficient to defray the expense. S 


REVISION OF LAWR. 


Pursuant to the requirements of Section 6, page 134, 13th Session 
Laws, immediately upon the completion of the work of the Revision Com- 
missioners, I took steps to secure the printing of the copies therein pre- 
scribed. After due advertisement I received but one bid which being in 


excess of the amount appropriated, was rejected. A careful investigation ` 


showed that the printing alone would cost more than the sum set apart 
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and that with the cost of paper, binding &c., added, no contract could be 


made for securing the copies 
POLL TAXES 


The numbei of poll taxes sold during the fiscal year 1885, year ending 
November 1, was 6,482, and for year ending November 1, 1886,7,052 The 
Territory receives one dollar on each receipt less 21 per cent, the cost of 
collection, the percentage being divided as follows. 


To the Collector... . E 15 per cent 
To the Treasurer, on amount received ' . 2. . .. . 8 per cent 
To the Auditor . E e - .. 38 percent 


Through information furnished by the Governor, a plan was discov- 
ered as being put in operation by the former collector of Shoshone county, 
whereby the poll taxes were in many instances collected and notaccounted 
for, and the books of the collector so kept that the reports which were re- 
turned to the Controller failed to reveal the discrepancy. I am satisfied 
that no collusion existed among the other county officers Suit has been 
commenced against the Assessor for the deficit Our revenue law 18 defic- 
ient 1n checks against such officers as desire to defraud the Territory both 
in respect to poll taxes and hcenses, and provisions should be made there- 
for. For obvious reasons the plan pursued 1s not detailed here but will be 
laid before the proper committee hereafter 

CAPITOL BUILDING 

I am unable to make estimates as to the expense of running the build- 
ing, owing to the present condition of rents, anq the fact that it has been 
so recently completed There should be provision made vesting the con- 
trol in some person, who should be given power to fix rents and generally 
care for and superintend the building 

FURNITURE 

The furniture in this office having been in use for many years 18 worn, 
shabby; and unsuitable for the rooms assigned the Controlle in the new 
building. 1 would respectfully ask for a reasonable appropriation to meet 
the purchase of new furniture, chairs, desks, &c., more in keeping with 
the building than the relics of odds and ends that now make up the inven- 
tory, and which, for variety of design, architecture and finish have not 
their like in any office in any other State or Territory 

1 would also suggest the propriety of authorizing some one to destroy 
the mass of blanks that have accumulated, and other useless papers 

SEPARATION OF OFFICERS 

From early: days the office of Controller has been joined to the office 
of Superintendent of Public Instruction. The growth of the Territory, 
the increase of labor in connection with the revenue, the increased services 
demanded by the laws of each succeeding Legislature in both offices, now 
render it almost impossible for one incumbent to do justice to both The 


ra 
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experience gathered during my term of office, forces me to the conclusion 
that the time has arrived when the offices should be made separate and in- 
dependent, and that the public service would be benefited and the interests 
of public economy and educational demands fostered by such separation, 


TERRITORIAL ACCOUNTING. 


I would urge that when the Legislature has the matter under consid- 
eration, that a law be made providing that in all cases all the Territorial 
proportion of the revenue collected be forwarded to the Territorial Treas- 
urer in gross, that upon the receipt by the Controller of the usual quar- 
terly reports, the latter be required to audit the accounts of the county 
officers entitled to fees in connection with the revenue, and issue to such 
officers Territorial warrants for the proper amounts. Such a plan would 
obviate many existing difficulties and tend to place the responsibility in all 
cases of mistake, or otherwise, upon the proper official. 

There are numerous differences eqisting between county officers and 
this office, arising mainly through misunderstanding of the law. 

ÍA. list of such as shall not have made settlement prior to the date al. 
lowed by law will be reported as the statute directs. 


CLAIMS. 


There are now pending several claims against the Territory, some of 
which, although just and equitable, are of such a character as to not come 
within the rules governing their allowance by the Controller and will be 
presented upon the convening of the Legislature. 


TERRITORIAL BOARD AF EQUALIZATION. 


The returns set forth herein convince me that the valuations given by 
assessors and confirmed by the Boards of County Commissioners of the 
respective counties, are susceptible of revision and do not really represent 
the increased value of property in many instances. The revenue on prop- 
erty derived for Territorial uses is twenty-five cents on every one hundred 
dollars of assed valuation, so that in cases of assessment of property below 
its real valué the revenue must suffer, according to the difference between 
the actual value and the smaller valuation. In cases where the assessment 
is not uniform throughout all counties, such county or counties as give in 
assessments below the real values, not only deprive the Territory of its 
lawful dues but also lay an undue burden upon such counties as comply 
with the spirit of the law. 

To the end that fair assessments may be made, that no county be com- 
pelled to bear more than its share of taxation for Territorial purposes, and 
that no county may escape paying its just proportion, I would urge that 
a Territorial Board of Equalization be established for the review of assess 
ments, clothed with all the powers incident to such Boards in the States. 
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PUBLIC PRINTING 


The law regarding the printing of blanks is defective in many respects 
Owing to the requirement that the blanks shall be printed prior to the 
meeting of the Legislature, great inconvenience results where subsequent 
to the printing the Legislature changes the law so that the blanks on hand 
are rendered useless and improper Notably has this been the case in the 
matter of licenses and poll-tax blanks The change made by the 13th ses- 
sion 1n the rate of poll-taxes required the alteration of nineteen thousand 
receipts I believe that the law should be so changed as to require the 
printing to be advertised for 1n the month of February in each year. This 
would enable the Controller to formulate blanks to correspond with the 
amendments and changes of the latest session of the Legislature, tend 
towards economy, and relieve his office of much labor and inconvenience 


INSURANCE 


The “ Valued Pohcy ” law has caused nearly all fire Insurance Com- 
panies to withdraw their agencies from the Territory, and no risks are 
taken (virtually) except upon movables The effect of the law has, in my 
judgment, been to retard investment of capital in buildmgs and improve- 
ments on realty, keep down the value of real estate and cause universal 
anxiety among householders, lest in case of destructive conflagrations they 
realize nothing from the loss of their property A modification of the law 
providing less stringent measures might be made, provided both the com- 
panies and public would be willing to concede, each to the other, the right 
to equal business, fair treatment and good faith 


INCOME 


From the last biennial report of this office there appears to have been

! the expenses wili to some extent be heavier I recommend that the law be 
; changed so as to cover the needs of the Territory of a better income With 
, the exception of the changes above noted I believe that the ordinary 
, expenses of the Territory have not exceeded those of former years, and in 
` some cases have been materially reduced

Thus it will be seen that 1n the items above, a larger demand on the 
Treasury existed as to such matters than in 1883 and 1884, to the extent of 
$62,739 61. 

The net income, owing to the reducpon in the Territorial proportion 
of one-half the rate on both licenses and poll taxes, has not increased with 
the growth in wealth and population in the Territory sufficiently to meet. 
these extra calls for money, or, if the future exactions equal the past, to 
insure the prompt ie of the floating debt promptly always at 
maturity. 

GENERALLY 

The reduction of the proportion given the Territory out of the pro- 
ceeds of our license and poll tax revenue has largely reduced the income, 
and the setting aside of the portion derived from licenses as a Sinking 
Fund entirely cuts off the income from that source, while at the same 
time the gross allowance of one dollar per poll has,instead of increasing 
that revenue, cut it down nearly one-half in amount without a correspond- 
ing increase in the number collected, notwithstanding the increase in pop- 
ulation, while the assessed valuation has grown but,slowly and the in- 
creased income derived from property taxes does not equal the loss from 
the other two soürces. 

In addition to the regular expenses of conducting the government, 
there have been several unusual charges against the general fund during 
the present term, arising not only from the natural increase in crime and 
insanity, but also from the payment of claims, the foundations for which 
were laid two years ago The Treasury has also had to redeem a large 
amount of bonds matured and also the unexpected drain caused “by the 
equipment and furnishing of the new asylum for which provision had not 
been made. 
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Owing to the fact that the great bulk of our revenue 18 received be- 
tween December 15th and January 15th succeeding, all outstanding war- 
rants will soon be called m and redeemed The pressure, if any comes, 
will always be during the last half of the year and a few months prior to 
the payment of taxes If the present income is not increased either by a 
fair assessed valuation and more diligent collection of license and poll tax 
revenue, there will, in my judgment, be a deficit in the revenue two years 
hence, even with the exercise of the strictest economy. Without such 
increase in valuation and collection an increase in the Territorial propor- 
tion of both license and poll tax revenue is imperative With a register of 
fifteen thousand voters, and with the large commercial transactions daily 
made throughout the Territory, the smallness of the poll tax and license 
returns leads to a choice of conclusions that either there 1s great shrewd- 
ness on the part of our citizens m evading the Just demands of our laws, or 
else that our collectors are slack 1n the performance of their sworn duty.
